"Instead of answering me she look- 


ed.at me as never before," ho declared. 
"She looked wild. I went to a window 
to see if I could recognize the man 
and shs went to another window. 
I 


asked her again who he was and she 
refused to tell me, at the same time 
reaching for a revolver on tho mantel. 
She pointed It at me and 1 drew one 
from my pocket and flred. She fell 
against a desk in a silting position. I 
went over and laid her flat on the 
floor." 
. Miller said his wife had beoa un- 
faithful for years. 
Ho said he had 


known of 20 lovera she had. giving 
their names and addresses, three or 
four.of whom are dead. He maintain- 
ed ho had flretl only one shot notwith- 
standing the fact that Coroner S. H. 
Baum said a bullet had struck tho 
head and chest, either of which would 
have caused death. 


Miller said he took strychnine and 


that the bump on his head was prob- 
ably caused when he fell in an uncon- 
scious condition.

The action ot the railroad execu- 


tives ta voluntarily agneeing to a 10 
per cent reduction on *11 farm pro- 
ducts to becume effective "as soon as 
possible" lias given impetus to the 
movement for a general decrease in 
rates on all basic coirariodlUes -which 
mecessarlly -woihd Include coal. The 
farm products rates -were arranged 
for at the New York meeting ot rall- 
•way executives, a meeting attended by 
representatives of taatflnterstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


That action Is taken (to be the toro- 


ntnner °f a decrease- inoro sweeping 
In Its scope. The oafldlng materials 
Interests as -well as ttre coal interests 
are demanding: rate relief and both 
(roupa appear to have, semi-official as- 
•nrances that this relief la not far in 
th» future. If the ont In coal rates 
comes It will probably Include sand 
and gravel. 


No -movement ias' gained headway 
In favor ot rate reduction on classified 
freight. Exlstlng raftes on this class 
of freight will probably remain un- 
affected for many mcmths, all railroad 
Interests Insisting that the utmost 
they can do now l»"4o deal with com- 
modity rates.
